“PIT CAMPAIGN 
VERY URGENT” 


FOOD JADMINISTRATOR = SAYS 
PROMPT RESPONSE WILL SAVE 
MANY PRECIOUS LIVES. 

Lansing, Sevtember—~“Too much 
emphasis ennnot ke laid on the cam- 
pair: to collect certain fruit stones, 
f-u't pits and nut shells.” said Food 
Aguninistrator G. A. Prescott. 

_ “A nation-wide campaign for the 
collection of these materials should be 
carried on immediately and with the 
utmost vigor. These materials are 
urgentiy needed to make carbon, 


which is to protect our men overseas | 


from German poison gas. This is an 
emergency,” added Mr. Prescott, “and 
great emphasis should be placed on 
the fact that this is truly an emer- 
gency matter. It is a question of sav- 


ing the lives’ and health of our men; 


overseas. Every patriotie citizen in 
cll Michigan should be eager to take 
part in this campaign. 

“Only pits of peaches, prunes, 
plunis, apricots, olives, chevries and 
dates are wanted, as well as shells of 
Brazi} and hickory nuts, walnuts and 
butternuts. These must be cleaned 
and dried before being turned in. 
From these can be made a grade of 
carbon that will stand up longer with- 
out deterioration under the poison gas 
used by the Germans than ordinary, 
commercial carbon. From cocoanut 
shells good carbon can be made, but 
shortage of ships render difficult their 
transportation from the tropics. 

‘Investigation by chemists 
shown that pits of apricots, peaches, 
prunes, olives, dates, cherries and 
plums and the shells of Brazil and 
hickory nuts, walnuts and butternuts 
make the best carbon for masks. 
There is a double incentive to save 


these. Not only will their carbon save | 


smany lives at the front, but corfsump- 
tion of the fruit from which they come 
will result in utilization of perishable 
foods, while collection of nuts for 
their shells will also make possible the 
use of their meats as food. 

“All pits and shells saved should 
be dried and turned into the nearest 
organization. The Red 
Cross will arrange for their shipment 
to central points. Only those named 
are of use; no others should be put 
jnto the receptacles, because time and 
jabor must not be wasted in sorting. 
Boys and girls are asked to scour the 
svoods for hickory nuts, walnuts and 
butternuts. It is urged by the Food 
Administration that their meats be 
extracted for use as food before they

‘are turned in. These materials will 
igo by parcel post from outlying terri- 
tory to the larger centers of the state, 
in boxes or cartons of not more than 
70 pounds in weight. Later carlodd 
shipments of 20 tons each will be 
made to centers of utilization. 

Only Collect Material Specified. 

“No attempt will be made to separ- 
ate the different pits and shells speci- 
fied, but no other material will be 
shipped, because only these listed have 
‘tee found by government chemists 
‘to produce a grade of carbon good 
enough to stand up against the worst 
of the German gases.”

The government asks to borrow one- 
third of the “velvet” that comes in 
to your bank account annually us your 
“dividend” from the business opera- 
tions that are possible only because 
the United States protects your life 
and property on land and sea. And in 
evidence of its borrowing the govern- 
ment merely takes the kind of money 
you have {n your pocket and gives you 
another kind of money as security for 
the loan. 

To make it clearer: The United 
States issues “promises-to-pay-on-de- 
mand”—without interest—and that’s 
the kind of money you have in your 
purse. When you lend that kind of 
money to the government you receive 
as security Liberty bonds, which are 
United States “promises-to-pay-at-ma- 
turity” — with interest.

WAR TIME PROHIBITION AMEND. 
MENT ADOPTED BY HOUSE 
134 TO 27, 


KAHN LOSES HARD BATTLE 


tmportation of Wines and Other 
Liquors From Foreign Countries 
Rejected By 69 to 131. 


Washington. Wartime prohibition 
amendment to the food stimulation 
bill was adopted by. the house by the 
vote of 134 to 27, The bill was-then 
passed and sent to conference by the 
vote of 171 to 34. The final vote was 
not taken until after, more than four 
hours of debate having been insisted 
upon by advocates and opponents of 
he sure. 

e bill as passed prohibits the 
manufacture and sale of ali intoxi- 
canis after June 30 of next year. Im- 
portation of wines and other liquors 
from foreign countries wilt be pro. 
hibited as soon as the measure is ap. 
proved by the president. An amend: 
ment to the bili, put in at the re. 
quest of the state department to per. 
mit importation of wines until May 
1 of next year, was rejected by the 
house by the vote of 59 to 131 upon 
motion of Mr. Kahn of California. 

This amendment was requested 
because of representations made to 
the state department by the am- 
bassadors of Italy, France, Spain and 
Portugal, who contended the section 
forbidding the importation of such 
wines would be in contravention of 
treaty rights with those countries. 
Nevertheless Mr. Kahn insisted that 
of the sale of native wines were stop- 
ped July 1, it was not fair to thé Am. 
erican wine makers to permit the 


markets to be filled with wine from

Mr, Kahn m&de a hard fight to 
have the prohibition on the sale of 
wines postponed until December 31.

1,750,000 Yanks IN FRANCE 


General March Calls News Continu- 
ously Gocd From Battle Fronts, 


' ‘Washington—Striking proof that the 
‘German power is fast crumbling came 
‘in the announcement by Gen. March, 
‘chief of staff, that the news from all 
‘pattle fronis is ‘contiuously good” 

and that 1,750,000 American troops 

have now been embarked for overseas 
, service, 

Just six months ago the enemy 
flung his full military power against 
1 the British lines im Picardy, in the 
‘ great drive that was to end the war 
‘jn a smashing victory is fighting des- 
‘ perately to hold the tottering Hinden- 
burg line, the defensive system from 
which he struck that blow, and back 
into which he has been hurled. 

Side by side, British, French and 
American armies have broken definite- 
ly the German offensive power, in offi- 
cial opinion here. Already, the. Amer- 
ican forces in Frauce are more than 
half as strong as the whole German 
army and the tide of American fight- 
ing men toward France is continuing 
at an even pace. 


15,000 MEN A MONTH TO NAVY 


Skilled Men Allowed” Chance of En. 
listing, Marine Get 5000 Monthly. 
Washington.—The program under 

which the navy and the marine corps 

will secure the men hereafter needed 
has been announced by Secretary 

Daniels after conferences with rep 

resentatives of his department, the 

marine corps and the provost marshal 
general's office. 

The navy is to have an average of 
16,000 men monthly, while the mar 
ine corps will get 5,000 monthly for 
four months and 1,500 each month 
thereafter. 

Of the navy’s allotment of 15,000 
it may enlist or enrol] men who have 
special qualifications for certain navy 
work, but the remainder will come 
from “the run of the draft,” navy offi. 
ctals culling out skilled men to meet 
as far as possible the specfal needs 
of the service.

Lieutenant Shirk ls Commended for 

a Daring Rescue. 

(From Committee on Public Information’) 

‘Washington.— Agreement ‘ has been 
reacted by the war -labor. policies 
board, P?ovost Marshal, General ‘Crow- 
der, the secretary of war, the setre- 
tary of agriculture and the secretary 
of labor on u plan to put into deferred 
elassifiestion such persons ln the new 
draft as are necessary in agriculture, 
industry and other occupattons. 
‘Three advisers ire to be associated 
with etch district draft board te pre- 
sent facts respecting the supply of 
necessary ‘Workers in these three occu- 
pational groups. The agriculture ad- 
visers will be nominated by the sec- 
retary of agriculture. © They will 
gather accurate facts concerning ‘the 
requirements ot- agriculture for the 
varlous classes of workers in their own 
districts. They should. have informa- 
tion also as to the needs of such 
elasses in other districts that workers 
not sufficiently necessary in one dis- 
trict to entitle them to deferred classi- 
fication may have opportunity to go to 
other districts in which they are 
needed. 

The department of agriculture has 
sent a questionnaire to each county 
agent asking him to furnish reliable 
information regarding the farm fabor 
needs in his county.. The facts are re- 
quired to assist the district draft 
boards in keeping in ugriculture the 
(a) “necessary skilled farm laborer in 
necessary agricultural enterprise” (de- 
ferred class 2); (b) “necessary assist- 
ant, associate, or hired manager of 
necessary agricultural enterprise” (de- 
ferred cluss 3); (c) “necessary sole 
managing, controlling or directing head 
of necessaty agricultural enterprise” 
(deferred class 4). 

What the draft bourds desire are 


facts as to necessary skilled workers. 


The unskilled workers apparently are 
not to be considered for. deferred 
classification; they are regarded as 
more important for the army than for 
agricultural enterprises and general in- 
dustry. The department of agriculture 
points out that necessary skiNed farm 
labor should not be confused with in- 
experienced help that, with a little 
training, can do very well some kinds 
of farm work. 

The commander of the United States 
naval aviation forces, foreign service, 
reports the heroic action of Lieut. E!- 
bert Walker Shirk, United States na- 
val reserve force, in rescuing a Bel- 
gian soldier who had fallen overboard 
from the U. S, S. Lorraine on June 23, 
1918. 

On hearing the cry, “man over- 
bonrd,” Lieutenant Shirk dived from 
the promenade deck of the vessel, 30 
feet, and supported the soldier, wha 
had been stunned by his fall into the 
water. A swift tide carried both men 
a third of a mule from the Lorraine by 
the time a lifeboat renched them. 
During this time the soldier twice re- 
leased his hold upon the life preserv- 
er and sank, but Lieutenant Shirk 
dived and brought the man back to 
the surface. 

Secretary Daniels has officially com- 
mended Lieutenant Shirk for his dar- 
ing action, and nas recommended to 
the secretary of the treasury that a 
gold life-saving medal be awarded him. 


The recent creation of motor trans- 
port corps totake over from al! other 
corps complete control of all motor 
vehicles In the army will entail the 
execution of plans of great magni- 
tude and scope.

riders. "The officers will number 
4,288~and the noreommissioned offi- 
cers 80,090.

The first period of advanced training 
of these nigeons comes with flock tass- } 
ing, after they have learned to return 
to thetr lofts when liberated at dis- 
tances of from two to twenty miles 
‘from the field. That is, they are sei 
free in groups to prevent thei) being 
confused ind consequently separated 
and lost. As soon ag they have been 
liberated several times in this manner 
and have found their way home again 
they are taken out and tossed indi- 
vidually. Each pigeon has a nuinber. 
and by bell devices at the entrance of 
the coop, their arrivals and the time of 
their flights are kept on record. AS 
soon as a bird shows unfailing ability 
to return home quickly he is ready for 
service overseas. 

A white flag is the signal most com- 
monly used for training these messen- 
ger birds. They soon learn that when 
this white flag is raised over their lofts 
they are to stay away for exercise, and 
when the flag comes down they may 
return for their food. On some fields, 
when. the birds stray a considerable 
distance from their loft, they are called 
back by the rattling of a tin pan. 

To help the pigeons recognize thet: 
eotes the latter are painted in yellow 
and white stripes. No matter where. 2 
pigeon from Carruthers fleld is taker 
therenfter or in what direction, {t will 
not allght on apy building except {ts 
own loft, which means, of course, that 
wherever the pigeons, go, the loft from 
which they were trained goes with 
them. It is only recently that the use 
of pigeons as messengers has been at- 
tempted from airplanes. | The birds 
when used for this purpose are carried 
in baskets in the fuselage and great 
care must be exercised In releasing 
them to prevent the propeller biades 
from striking them. The aviators or 
balloonists who handle them also have 
to be instructed in the manner in 
which they release the birds for. flight. 
Dropping the birds at high altitudes 
also requires special forms of training 
for the birds and instruction for the 
aviator.
